Tho walls aro sttll 
standing, but thoy will luive to bo pulled 
down. Three largo boaina, picked from 
tlio wreck of other buildiufiö by tho wind, 
woro borno end on ai?alnöt tho eldo of tho 
church, and thoy went through tho walls 
liko cannon balls. Tho depot, standing 
bßtwoon tho tracks of tho Now York and 
New Joraoy railroad, was doraoliahed. 
The wind first tore tlio roof from tho 
building and lajudc.d it ouo hundred foot 
away. Thon tho walls foil. Tho station 
ugout was takou from tho ruins later 
bttdly injured. 
Tho freight dopot was 
ijLlso wrookud aud the big platform carried 
sovorol hundred foot from its placo.

Conrad Friedman, a Cherry PI ill hotel 
koopor. was in tho act of shutting a win- 
dow upstaira in his hotel, when ho wag 
drawn out by tho current andhurlod head- 
lonpf to ihc Rround bolow. Hla skull was 
frocturod and doath was Instantanoous, 


Anton Fischor, employed by Aui?ust 
Mund as a hostler, was crushed to death 
whon tho barn in which ho worked foil on 
ton of him. 


Tho infant child of William Ahrons 
was carried up in tho air with tho house 
and was dead whim picked up. 


Mrs. Ahrons' rif^ht ear waa torn oil. Sho 
and hor injured sun are at thuHackensuck 
hospital. 


Percy Cole, of Paterson, while on his 
way through Cherry Hill, waa blown 
from his rig and seriou«ly injured. Edgar 
Chinnookwos so sovorely Injured by fly- 
ing timbers that his recovery is doubtful.

TJie woiiuin had an aliv-^i- nurac- 
ulous escape, receiving only a slight cut 
on tho furoiioad, Mrs. Louisa Potroquien, 
of 'Jihird aveuuo, near itoukuway, wo« 
klllbd. She stood in tJjo doorway of her 
house when a flying beam struck her on 
the head, crushing in her skull and kill- 
Ing her instantly. The loss to property 
iu a direct way has been ostnuated at 
about flOO.OOU. but-thisls not taking into 
oonsidorajìlou the danmge to crops In tho 
neighborhood of Wood Üaven.

Home of the Indians hav€ 
reached a high degree of proñciency, 
and tho Indian Office is daily receiving 
applications from Indian girls, wh< 
have been graduated from high schooli 
for positions as teachers.

XEW LEGGINaS FROM OLD BOOTS. 


An excellent i^air of leggings for tho 
small boy of the family may be made 
from tho tops of his father's worn-out 
boots. 
Cut off tho tops of the boots, 
being careful to leave quite a largo 
portion of the foot of each boot at tho 
instep and the heel, to form the bot- 
tom of the leggings. 
Rip tho seams 
on tho outside of each log and trim a 
little, if necespary. 
The straps to 
pass under the foot may be cut from 
an old shoe, and sowed in place with 
stout shoo thread, 
Tho leggings will 
then bo complete, with the exception 
of the buckles. 
Among your old 
shoes you are apt to find many dis- 
carded 
* 'arctics." 
Cut 
the clasps 
from three pairs of theso and make 
them do duty as fastenings for tho 
leggings. 
Try the leggings on the fu- 
ture wearer to ascertain the best placo 
for tho clasps.—Housekeei^er. 


DUST. 


There are a great many housekeep- 
ers who think lightly of dust that is 
out of sight. 
Their carpets lay for 
years on tho floor, their upholstered 
furniture stands about on every side, 
where it has stood for years, veritable 
duet traps. 
So long as the carpets are 
carefully swept and all dust brushed 
ofi' the outside of the furniture tho 
housekeeper seems to consider that 
every 
requirement of neatness has 
been met. 
Few women reflect what 
these floating imrticles in the air that 
so easily become lodged in every nook 
and cranny mean. 
It has long ago 
been asserted by physicians that tho 
earth in our great cities is filled with 
disease germs. Án outbreak of malaria 
may follow the uiiheaval of any large 
quantity of earth in the more thickiy- 
settlcd parts of any large city. 
Tho 
floating dust of the city always con- 
tains germs which it is hazardous to 
introduce into tho heated atmosphero 
of the dwelling house. 
Where dust is 
allowed to accumulate in anv amount 
the danger 
is 
increased fourfold, 
Undei the carpet lay the germs of dis- 
ease with the dust. 
On some evil day 
when tho vital powers of one of tho 
household is at a low point he falls a 
victim to ijneumonia, consumption or 
come other disease from this source. 
Theso foul germs have been growing 
up in the house, receiving fresh acce.s- 
sions of power from the dust and nur- 
tured by artificial warmth when all 
the dust outside is laid under tho 
snow and the air has been purified by 
frost. 


Furniture that is upholstered with 
cushions that cannot be removed must 
be finally done away with along with 
nailed-down carpets and all tho various 
devices that conceal dust. 
The hard- 
wood floor with the movable rug is an 
immenseimprovement over tho carpet, 
but the upholstered lounge and chair 
is almost as successful a trup lor dust 
and disease germs as the carpet was.— 
Boston Cultivator. 


RECIPES. 


Toasted Cheese—Place a few lumps 
of butter in a shallow dish, lay on thin 
slices of cheese, put in the oven a few 
minutes until melted aui serve im- 
mediately. 


Stewed Haddock—Cut tho haddock 
into square pieces, lay them into a 
saucepan with a little salt, cayenne 
peijper, a little maco and some small 
pieces of butter. 
Dredge in a little 
flour or cracker crumbs and then an 
other layer of flsh and seasoning. 
Cover the saucepan tight and let it 
simmer gently ono hour. Dish it very 
carefully, turn the gravy over the fish 
and serve. 


Yellow Cake—Take the yolks oi 
four eggs (lett from tho whip), ono 
cup of sugar, half a cup of butter, 
two-thirds of a cup of milk, two large 
oujjs of flour, one and a half teaspoon* 
fuls of baking powder, a pinch of salt 
and flavor with vanilla. 
This cake is 
also very nice baked in a long pan, 
covered thickly with boiled frosting 
and then with tho half meats of Eag- 
lish walnuts. 


Mint Sauce—Pour dessertepoonfula 
of chopped mint, two of granulated 
pugar and quarter of a pint of vinegar. 
Wash the mint, which ehuuld be young, 
freshly gathered and free from grit, 
Pick the leaves jrom the stalk, minca 
them VtiTj fine, and put them into the 
gravy boat, 
Add the sugar and vine 
gar, and stir till the sugar is dissolved. 
This sauce should be prepared several 
hours before serving. 


Boiled Salad Dressing—Thoroughly 
beat five eggs, put into them five oi 
31X tablespoontulsof vinegar, two even 
teaspoonfuls of made mustard, one 
teaspoonful each of salt and 
BUgar, 
half a saltspoonful of red pepper, two 
tableapoonfuU of oil and a pint of 
cream. 
Cook in double boiler till it 
thickenfi like soft custard. 
Stir well. 
This will keep in a oool place two 
weeks, and is excellent for lettuce, 
celery, asparagus and cauliflowert

English law, 
says the 
Now 
York Journal, is peculiar in that it 
readies a result quicker than out in 
tho United States. 
A man in tho 
clutches of tho English law gets his 
sentence and begins hia time of pun- 
ishment quicker 
than 
in America. 
But at tho same timo there may bo 
taken into consideration the old saw 
that quick haste makes less speed; 
Eo/^lisli law gives penalties for some- 
thing like ilvo subdivisions of crimo. 
Capital oiionsos aro punished by hang- 
ing inside of prison walls, 
Next in 
line comes the crimes for which penal 
servitude from five to life-long years 
is the penalty. 
Thou 
comes 
tho 
numberless 
oiTenses, for which tho 
punishment is imprisonment, with or 
without hnrd labor. 
This latter im- 
l^nsonment ia ustially applied for all 
oiieuses which are punishable 
with 
imprisonment Avhen tho sentence is 
not punishable with jienal servitude. 
Sentences of this kind aro usually 
given from one month to ten years. 
Money fines for misdemeanors, which 
aro served out in jails, make another 
Mibthvision. 
When comes tho ques- 
tion of tho confinement of prisoners 
from one to five years in Houses of 
Correction. 


England and "Wales together have 
fifl y-seven prisons, 
while 
Scotland 
brings up tho rear with fourteen, 
making a grand total of seventy-one 
institutions. 
In addition, there are 
the local prison?, or pönal institutions, 
in the city of London, which will 
swell this list still higher. 


Early in English history every class 
of 
criminal 
was 
huddled 
together 
much the same way as iu vogue iu the 
average State Prison iu America. 
But 
in 1823 tho English took a step which 
America might well follow. 
They de- 
cided 
to 
separate ¡Drisoners 
into 
classes. 
It gives a sort of criminal 
quarantine, and stops the spread of 
vicious infection which is bound to 
como when the morally dead associate 
with the beginner in crime. 


Of nil the prisons, tho most famous 
from the fact that it has 
sheltered 
more than the usual number of fa- 
mous crooks within its walls, is Pen- 
tonvillo Prison, or, as it is better 
known, the "Model" prison of 
all 
England, 
Within it is now confined 
Oscar Wilde, poet, i^l^y^^^ight 
and 
felon, and it is now, for that reason 
alone, 
a curiosity in the criminal 
M'orld. 
It IS, farther, a fair sami^le 
of the average English prison. 


Pentonville Prison is a series of 
buildings walled all around with in- 
sane asylum-like windows. 
Entrance 
is gained through a portcullis gate- 
way, with a square porch lianked with 
by a square clock tower, 
Ii]requires a 
Government order to inspect tho pris-, 
on, but anyone interested in tho con- 
finement of convicts has no trouble in 
gaining the necessary permit at the 
Home Oflice of the English Prison 
Department at Whitehall, S. W. 


Possibly the first thing that strikes 
the mind of tho visitor is ihe exquis- 
ite cleanliness of the prison. 
In the 
dainty private home ot a New York 
woman of fashion no more attention 
is paid to cleanliness than in Penton- 
ville. 
All the floors in the institution 
are of cut stone highly polished, and 
all of tho walks are of carefully kex)t 
street asphalt. 
Unlike 
A merican 
prisons, 
there is no trace of that 
''prison smell" which 
is the 
first 
thought that strikes the visitor to an 
institution where convicts are x>un- 
ibhed in tho land of tho free.

TURNING Tins CRANK. 


The care taken in ventilating and 
airing Pentonville Prison is a ijoint 
which is not looked after ajl 
over 
England, it may bo confessed, but in 
this caae care is certainly taken to 
reach a decided condition fur good. 


The prison interior is divided into 
four long corridors, which 
radiate 
from a center like ribs in a woman's 
fan. 
All of the corridors aro stone 
paved and aro well lighted by gla^s iu 
tho arches of tho roof. 
Like tho in- 
terior cf tho new prison in the Tombs, 
the walls on each side of tho corridors 
are pierced 
with colls. 
Above tho 
corridors, 
too, 
are 
three 
tiers or 
stories of other cells reached by light 
iron balconies and steps. 
This deli- 
cate tracery of Jron work is joined 
here and there across the balconies by 
narrow bridges, where guards sit day 
fiud night in commanding po;iitiun 


which overlook 
tho corridors, with 
their teeming population of criminals 
locked in the cells which range along 
them. 


To tho observer there is nono of 
that horrible semi-darkness of the in- 
terior of an American prison. 
Tho 
main feature in tho centre structure 
seems to be an effort to gain a bright, 
cheery and airy building. 
Even the 
windows do not partake of tho barred 
and grated style so apparent in Amer- 
ica. 
Tho frames of all the windows 
aro of cast steel, but tho window frames 
themselves aro niado so small as to 
servo as light givers and safeguards as 
well. 


The cellB are thirteen feet long, sis 
by Eovou feet in width and nine feet in 
height. 
Some of them contain looms 
for carpet weaving, but in that case 
the cells are nearly twice as large as 
tho ordinary ones. 
Against the wall 
on one side is placed a bright copper 
hand basin with a water faucet near 
it. 
A small closet well supplied with 
water pipes occupies one corner of the 
coll, 
A shaded gas jet is in a conven- 
ient point in the wall, while there are 
shelves for tho spoon, platter, mug 
and soap box of tho prisoner nailed 
upon the wall at one side of the door.. 


During the day tho upper of these 
shelves is used for the rolled up ham- 
mock of the prisoner and his bedding. 
When night comes the hammock is 
slung about 
three 
feet from 
the 
ground to iron braces set in the walls 
of the cell, which gives the advantage 
of a good bed and one that does not 
take up room in the daytime. 
A lit- 
tle table and a stool makes up the re- 
mainder of the furniture of each cell, 
while on the walls of each is placed 
the rules of the prison, which convicts 
must carefully obey. 


The prison garb, of a drab canvas, 


In the prison there are four Rtasres 
of service. 
In tho 
first-class 
the 
prisoner has to perform first-class hard 
labor for a certain number of hours in 
eanh day. 
That means he has to work 
in tho treadmill or upon what is known 
as the "cranks." 


WEAVING IN THE PRÍSOX, 


The treadmill, or treadw^ell, is not 
ft particularly useful machine. 
Tho 
X)risoners call service upon it "tread- 
ing the wini),*' and that is about what 
it is, for it seems to serve no useful 
purpose, except to keep prisoners em- 
ployed. 
The sole use the machine has 
is merely to keep a certain number of 
men employed when there isn't any- 
thing else for them to do. 


Each tread wheel or mill is so con- 
structed that if necessary twenty-four 
men can be employed upon- it 
at 
a 
time. 
The mill h divided into twenty- 
four little compartments 
or 
stalls. 
Each compartment is something less 
than twenty-four inches in width and 
is separated from the adjoining one by 
high wooden partitions. 
The mill is 
connected with a fan, which is so ar-

shot plentifully with broad arrows, is 
fully as beautiful as the drab and pale 
yellow striped cloth of the New York 
State Prison convicts at Danncmora, 
Auburn or Sing Sing. 
With each suit 
is furnished two changes of plain 
white cloth underclothes, a Scotch cap 
and heavy cowhide shoes. 


All convicts in Pentonville Prison are 
known as soon as they become prison- 
ers by numbers. 
If a man boiora he 
became a prisoner bora the proudest 
title in tho peerage of England, Scot- 
land, Ireland or Wales, he becomes 
upon his entrance to the institution 
only a number. 
He is A 217-1 or 13 
5051, as the case may be. and ho must 
wear at his breast at all times a big 
brass badge bearing his number. 


•'Look out there, A 2174," sings out 
a guard when addressing a prisoner. 
And all through the prison life of a 
convict only this number is used. 
It 
would puzzle even tho warden of tho 
prison to tell the name of a prisoner 
without reference to the records'upon 
which, opijosite his name and number, 
t a n d s the Christian and surname of 
the convict. 


Prisoners are by no means starved 
in Pentonville, 
The allowance for 
breakfast to eaoh convict is ten ounces 
of bread, three-quarters of a pint of 
cocoa, with two ounces of pure milk 
and two drachms of molasstii?- 
For 
dinner half a pint of soup, four ounces 
of meat, beef or mutton alternately, 
five ounces of bread and one pound of 
l^otatoes is the menu. 
For tea each 
man gets a x^iut ot gruel, made of an 
ounce and one-half 
of 
meat, 
and 
sweetened with five drachms of mo- 
lasses, With five ounces of bread. 
In 
case of a ctTfcain line of punishment 
these rations are reduced. 
The most 
salutary form of punishment is in the 
docking of rations. 
A prisoner will 
give in quicker when pla'.;ud oa a star- 
vation diet than for any »^'.hir oau.'>o. 


ranged as to give enough resistance to 
tho mill to make the words ''hard la- 
bor" mean what they say. 
There are 
twenty-four steps in the wheel, which 
are eight inches apart. 
This makes 
the circumference of the wheel 
six- 
teen feet. 
The wheel performs thirty 
revolutions in eaoh quarter of an hour, 
and each man walks on an average 
fifteen quarters of an hour a day. 
So 
ho ascends something like 7200 feet, 
or 2400 yards, for a day's labor. 


Crank labor consists of making 10,- 
000 revolutions of a crank, which is 
placed on a narrow iron drum put on 
legs with along handle on one side, 
which, when turned, causes a series of 
caps or scoops in tho interior to re- 
volve. 
At the lower part of the drum 
is a quantity of sand, which the cups 
scoop up aud carry to the top of the 
wneel, where they empty themselves, 
A dial plate registers the number of 
revolutiomi made, 
A convict at or- 
dinary rate of speed makes 120 revolu- 
tions of tho crank an hour, so to turn 
10,000 of them means about eight 
hours and twenty minutes' labor, 


In case of physical inability to do 
treadmill or crank labor, the convict 
is placed at second-class labor, which 
meaus tho picking of oaltum, 
stone- 
breaking aud kindred j^ursuits. 
All a 
prisoner has to dc is to sit and pick 
from three to six pounds of old rope 
per day into oakum. 
The quantity 
picked into 
oakum in 
Pentouville 
Prison will average about three and 
one-half tons a week. 
It is sold, and 
brings in some return for the labor. 
In addition, trades are taught in the 
prison which are usually akin to the 
ueelul arts. 


Punishment in Pentonville Prison 
have been made into five classes. First 
comes the loss of advantage which the 
prisoner gets in being rated in classes. 
Then comes tho transfer 
from the 
highest to the lowest class of servi- 


tude, •» Next comes fasting aud a bread 
and water diet, and the next stacre is 
confinement in a cell of 
correction. 
Lastly is ranked bodily chastisement> 
but this is limited to eighteen lashes 
to prisoui^rs under eighteen years of 
age and thirty-six lashes to older men. 


Another point, too, which all the Eng- 
lish prisons have in common is iu giv- 
ing convicts with exceptionally good 
behavior records 
before 
sentences 
expire 
"tickets 
of leave," 
which 
allow them to leave an institution and 
keep at large Avithout a return during 
good behavior. 


In all English prisons tho "routine'' 
of daily work is about tho same. 
In 
fact, the prisons do not differ much in 
styles of architecture, and neither do 
they differ in routine work. 
At 6 
o'clock every week day morning the 
Chief Warden irives the signal to "un- 
lock," 
Tho officers of the different 
wards hurry from coll to cell 
with 
keys in their hands to open each nar- 
row dwelling. 
In some of the more 
modern prisons the American plan of 
a crank which, when it turns, locks or 
unlocks tho cells upon a corridor at 
oncG, is use. 


As soon a3 the cells are unlocked 
each i^risoncr hurries in his under- 
clothing for a tub of water from tho 
faucet in his cell, with which ho cleans 
out his little home. 
This is done un^ 
der military rule. 


Prior to the beginning of tho day's 
work tho "cleaners," as the men who 
clean cells are called, the "cooks," or 
those who do duty In the kitchen, are 
marched away in long prison files to 
their respective duties. 


Then some of the convicts wash the 
cells, others sweep the pavements un- 
til they glisten, while all are watched 
by armed guards from the little mid- 
air bridges aboye the stone corridor 
floor. 


A big bell in tho prison 
summons 
the prisoners to work at 6.30 
every 
morning. 
Men hurry to tho tread- 
mills, the cranks, or report in files un- 
der charge of a guard to the 
"trade 
instructor," who sets them at work. 
Carpets are woven on looms in the 
cells, shoemakers bustle at their work, 
oakum pickers hurry to duty, and so 
on it goes all over the prison. 
Every 
convict must work, whether he only 
* 'treads wind'' or aimlessly 
turns 
"cranks" or is busy at some vocation. 


For an hour the prisons hum with 
the sound of labor. 
Then, at 7.30 
o'clock, breakfast is served to each 
prisoner while at work. 
Work con- 
tinues until 11 o'clock and then the 
prisoners are marched in long files, 
lockstep fashion, to exercising yards. 


In each yard is a long rope with 
knots about fifteen feet apart, so that 
230 prisoners can get on the rope at a 
time. 
Each file of 130 men gr^asps the 
rope and then at brisk paces for fif- 
teen minutes whirl round in a circle. 
The idea of keeping the men fifteen 
feet apart is to carry out the idea of 
separate confinement. 
The only pos- 
sible time that the prisoners can com- 
municate is when in the lockstep, but 
then they cannot speak to each other, 
so closely are they watched. 


At 12.30 
clock daily dinner is 
served, and then work begins again 
and is continued until 5 o'clock, when 
another fifteen minutes is devoted to 
exercise. 
At 5.30 o'clock the convict 
has his supper of gruel and bread,and 
a little before G o'clock lanterns are 
given to the ¡jrisoners and the gas in 
the prison is lighted. 
From 7 p. m. 
to 9 p, m. the prisoners are allowed to 
read," but at the latter hour all the 
lights are put out except one or two 
in the corridors. 


That is the week day routine. 
On 
Sundays the convicts are marched to 
the respective chapels iu the different 
prisons, and they also hove usually a 
few little tidbits for dinner, but ex- 
cept for the lack of labor and only 
one short trial at exercise the day is 
passed in the solitude of cells.

lected from tlio so-called Fort Rupert 
Indians, who dwell at the north end 
of the Island of Vancouver. 
These 
are the most primitive savap^ps on the 
ntirthwest coast, aud they still prac- 
tice 
cannibalism. 
Formerly 
thoy 
kept slaves, whom they would kill and 
eat at 
their ceremonials, 
but 
the 
whites have jDut a stop to that. 
So 
now thoy devour deod bodies instead. 
The latter are mummiefi, in fact, be- 
ing inclosed in boxes after death aud 
placed hifih up in the branches of tall 
trees. 
This is the laethoJ of burial 
customary 
with 
the 
tribe. 
The 
corpses thus disposed of do not decay, 
but dry up. 
When one of them is 
needed for the purpose here referred 
to it is taken from the tree and put in 
a spot where the sea water will ilow 
over it. 
There it remains for some 
days, after which it is smoked, so it is 
^aid. 


Dr. Boas has secured a mask o'' tin 
Caunibal Spirit, such as is worn at the 
ceremonies of the Society of Ciinui- 
balsin the tribe. 
It looks like the 
head of a hun;o aliii?ator cut out of 
wood, with a sort of wig of cedar bark 
to represent hair. 
A person who is to 
be iuiluated iuto the society spends 
several months in the woods, fastinp:, 
and is much emaciated when he reap- 
pears. 
After a mock chase he is cap- 
tured by the other Indians and fetched 
to the village. 
Ho is supposed to be 
quite wild, and it is his privilege to 
iite a piece out of the arm or leg of 
anybody. 
A festival is held, the os- 
tensible purpose of which is to tame 
him. 
It is a very elaborate ailair, 
lasting six weeks, and the climax is 
reached when the novice disappears 
and returns with a dead body in his 
arms. 
This is immediately cut up aud 
devoured by himself and his fellow- 
cannibals. 
It is absolutely necessary 
that the corpse should be that of one 
of his own relatives. 


Not so many years ago this point in 
the performance 
would have 
been 
marked by the killing of a slave with 
a war club, the body being immedi- 
ately cut up and eaten. The ceremony 
concludes with the washing of the new 
caunibal, 
which 
operation 
requires 
five hours, according to the ritual. 
When it is finished he is supposed to 
be cured of his propensity for biting 
without provocation 
But at any of 
the numerous tribal ceremonials, if 
anybody utters a Vrong word in a 
Bong cr misses the rhythm of the 
music, every member of the Society 
of Cannibals present is privileged to 
take a little bite out of anybody else. 
Usually pieces of flesh about as big as 
a half dollar are bitten out. 
There is 
also a society of female cannibals, 
composed of women, but they do not 
bite. 


The ceremonial season among the 
Fort Rupert« Indians occurs in the 
winter. 
Then for a time the entire 
•social organization of the tribe under- 
goes a metamorphosis. 
The ordinary 
divisions of the people by clans are 
ignored, and they arrange themselves 
according to the various societies to 
which they belong. 
There is the 
Ghost Society, the Bear Society', the 
Society of the Witch Woman, the So- 
ciety of Fools and many others. These 
societies are religious in character, 
being associated olso with the tribal 
myths and traditions. 
The ancestors 
of the present generation 
received 
from mythical beings certain super- 
natural secrets, upon which the soci- 
eties and the ceremonials aro based. 
One of the societies ia the War Soci- 
ety. 
A person undergoing initiation 
into it is suspended irom the rafters 
of the ceremonial house by a rope 
passed through strips of the flesh of 
his back, which are cut for that pur- 
pose. 
Beneath him stand the mem- 
bers of the Society of Fouls, with 
sharp lances upraised. 
If he falls he 
is impaled by the lances, and etiquette 
demands that he shall be eaten at 
once by the cannibals. 
It is more 
than suspected that these Indians do 
now and then kill an individual and 
eat him secretly. 


There are six distinct tribes of In- 
dians on the Island qI Vancouver, no 
two of which speak or understand the 
same language. 
In all these savages 
number about 5000, 
In the southern 
part of the island they have become 
civilized to some extent through con- 
tact with the whites. 
It will be re- 
membered that at the extreme south- 
east corner of the island is the city of 
Victoria, which is the capital of Brit- 
ish Columbia and the center of the 
fishing trade of all that region. 
In 
the extreme north aud on the west 
coast the natives are quite wild and 
wholly indisposed to adopt the cus- 
toms of civilization. 
Missionary work 
among them has been a total failure. 
In those parts there are only a very 
few whites—traders, lumbermen and 
managers of salmon canneries. 
The 
island is about twice as long as Long 
Island and is densely wooded with gi- 
gantic pin^s and cedars. 
Huge moun- 
tains rise to a height of 7U00 feet,

Tho wildest of tho native tribes is 
that of the Fort Rupert Indians, at 
the norlh enrl. 
They 
live on fish 
chiefly, which they dry for winter. 
They catch the benr and senl alpo, and 
gather bcrricp, of which there is an 
enormous 
abundanco — rappberrie?, 
black berriep, 
salmon 
berries 
and 
huckleberries. 
Tlieso 
savages 
nro 
nearly white, with reddish-brown hair., 
Their faces are very broad, with high 
noses and small and Mongoloid eyeí!. 
They aro of smiill statue, with .short- 
legs. 
At tho same time they are re- 
markably intelligent. 
Tho heads of 
infants are deformed by tying about 
them hnrd cushions of cedar bnrk, thus 
giving them a sugar-loaf shrtpe. 
Men 
aui"* women go barefoot. 
Thov wear 
blankets and cotton shirts. 
Tho wo- 
men have adopted petticoats» which 
have 
replaced cedar 
bark apron«. 
Members of tho tribe sometimes visit 
Victoria, 
adopting 
tho ap]>arel of 
white people temporarily, aud go back 
to their native garb ou their return. ' 
Thoy usQ steel knives, axes and other ! 
civilized implemeutp. 


Tho Fort Ilapert Indian«:! aro rrool 
carpenters and great l)oat builderís, 
The3'' iiiiiko huge wooden canocs for 
traveling, aud sucli boats were form- 
erly employed for war expeditious. 
Smaller boats th'^y employ for iishing 
and sealiuii. 
Thoy 
aro admirable 
carvers, all of (heir designs huviuc; a 
mythological signiíitiancü and refer- 
ring to legends of tho clans or of the 
secret societies. 
Their morals aro by 
no meauR lirst-rate. 
Wealth detor- 
mines tho position of the man, and 
they will do anvthing lo accumulate 
property. 
Their houses aro square in 
shape and built of wood. 
Aruuud tho 
interior runs a platform four feet wide, 
on whicharemvcredsniallsbods for bed 
rooms. 
Ordinarily each house is oc- 
cupied by four familie?, aud in each 
corner is a fire, one for cncli family. 
The fioor is of earth, as well as the 
platform, 
which 
is banked 
with 
iJlanks. 


A very important social institution 
is the "potlatch/' 
1 man invites his 
friends to a feast and gives thiMii pres- 
ents. 
I t m a y b e a smallpotlatcb, only 
a few blankets being given awuv, or 
perhaps as many as 10,000 blankets 
will be donated. 
The gifts are not 
such 
in 
reality, however, but are 
loan.s which the recipients are obliged 
to rojDay 
with 
interest 
at a later 
period. 
Customarily it is fxnocted 
that they 
sliall return 
double the 
value received. 
Blankets aro a com- 
mon mediun of exchange in that region, 
representing fifty Cimfc-i api»-' 
Doa- 
ble blankets are worth SI.3.) apiece. 
These blankets are ot' British m-inu- 
facture. 
Of course, no family would 
possess 10,000 blankets, but at a pot- 
latch those actually given are bor- 
rowed back immediately and given 
away again, so that the eame blanket 
may be given half a dozen times. 
A 
man appointed for that office keeps 
tally, and thus record is made* of all 
debts.

this country, and it is the same way 
with business among the Fort liupert | 
Indians, 
A fe\r> thousand blankets 
kept constantly in circulation satisfy 
tho financial problem. Every member ; 
of the tribe must pay what ho owep, 
sooner or later, however, ou penalty 
of losing his social 
consideration. 
Another form of money in common 
use is "coppers"—that is, sheets of 
copper of a peculiar shape, stamped 
with faces. 
These used to be manu- 
factured by the 
Hudson Bay Com- 
I)any. 
They might bo compared to 
bank notes, but, oddly enough, their 
value does not depend upon their in- 
trinsic worth, 
They become more 
valuable in proportion to the number 
of times they are given away. 
Ur. 
Boas has seen a copi)er tiiut was val- 
ued at 7000 blankets or 83500. 
A 
brand-new one of equal weight might 
not be worth more than two or three 
blankets.

The Russians arc lazy and eflfomlnate; 
In the winter tliey seldom walk, and 
when they do so thoy crawl aloiig, muf- 
fled up In furs. One sees a groat many 
military officers In Moscow, and their 
want of smartness is noticeable. Thoy 
are always to bo POPU loun.£?lui: about 
the boulevards with tlioir hands In Uio 
pockets of their gray overcoats. Those 
boulevard warriors do not appear very 
formidable, Tho Cossacks are dirty- 
looking rufHans, badly drosisod, 
aud 
mounted on small horses» which arc 
said to bo oxcollont animals, giftod. 
with wonderful staying power. I \Yas 
told by an oiilcor that the Cossacks 
have dogonoratod vory much, and .have 
.boon spoiled by boinj: turned Into regu- 
lars. Tho Cossacks of tho Don, ospocial- 
ly, have dotorioratcd, but thoso of the 
Caucasian regions nro fine soldiers. 


One of the -worst charactorlstics of 
the Russians Is their dishonesty In 
trade. In Moscow, ovou In many of tlio 
best shops, ono has to bargain for pur- 
chases, as a much higher price than Is 
oxpoctod is always asked. In this way 
foroiiruors in ^loscow no doubt fre- 
quontly pay three or four times tho 
proper price for artiolos. In the same 
way ono has to bargain for everything, 
and this constitutes one of the most 
disagreeable things connected with life 
In Russia. 


That tho Russians aro a dirty people 
Is well known; very ^»w houses havo 
even a footbath in twin, aud thou^ih 
there aro line public baths the Rus- 
sians, even of (he uj)por circles, seldom 
make use of tluMU. Indeed, the lower or- 
ders aro said to be cleaner in this re- 
suecL
